Promiy bea surprise to some people to lear that the 
old shoes cast into ash-harrels are liable to reappear in 
the boudoir and parlour, 2. W. saw a couple of rag. 
pickers quarreling over a lot of worn-out and seemingly 
worthless foot-gent the other day, and on interviewing 
one of the chifoniers, found that they sold them to 
the manufacturers of wallpaper. He immediately 
followed up the clne. and on questioning the foreman of 
one of these establishments clicited the following bits of 
information :

The early colonists in America watered very much 
from water-drinking. They had been reared in tho 
_— morales in eigen oo abhorred water— 
w was regarded as unfit for sit urposes— 
and were accustomed to strong drinks. ate to 
have recourse to Nature’s beverage, they complained 
louuly, and turned their attention to the produ-:tion of 
b.er. Higyineon died soon after he gave expression to 
his opinion, and was long held up asa solemn warning 
of the evils of piscp agli 2 

In Virginia, water as a drink was held in special 
horror, as it was considered—perhaps with some reason 
—that to it was due the great mortality among the 
early immigrants. In 1603 the Government asked for 
brewers; and in 1623 all new-comers were earnestly 
warned to bring with them a plentiful supply of mait 
for brewing beer “ until the body got hardened to the 
water!” 

The people began to w barley and hops, and 
in cours of time the hens growl product ws suffi- 
cient to meet Pequicemvents, and the importation of malt 
from England fell off. 

Beer was the recognised drink, and although one or 
two were bold enough to declare that they preferred 
water to bad beer, not one ventured to give it a pusition 


- | above good beer. 


Barley was the staple brew, but the Virginian planters 
soon discovered that an excellent drink coulé be made 
from the persimmon; cakes were made of the fruit, and 
the people brewed from the cakes. 

The cultivation of barley declined after 1650, and the
